Austria signed a "secret treaty" with Na- 
ples, binding the king of Naples to "rule 
his dominions in accordance with the 
views of the Austrian government." Five 
years later, in 1820, Naples forced her 
king to grant her a constitution. 
Austria 


then appealed to this secret treaty, and by 
virtue of it marched an army into "inde- 
pendent" Naples, suppressed the consti- 
tution, and established that Austrian tu- 
tuliige which him endured, with the brief 
interval of a few months in 1040, up to 
this time. 
In 1821, Sardinia demanded 


a constitution. 
Into Sardinia, likewise, 


Austria marched without a secret treaty, 
and rest red despotism there also. An out- 
break at Bologna brought Austria into the 
papal states, one or another point of which 
she has never since ceased to occupy.— 
The grand duke of Tuscany is strictly 
Austrian by family, and bas therefore 
been left comparatively uncomplimented 
by the armed presence of bis kinsmen.— 
With Parma and Modena, in 1847, Aus- 
tria concluded treaties allowing her to take 
armed possession of these states whenever 
"military prudency" should require it.— 
Within the last forty years, therefore, 
Austria, from ruling fire millions of Ital- 
ians in one corner of the peninsula, bos 
advanced to a practical control over the 
whole peninsula, with the single exception 
of Sardinia, in which state, liberty has es- 
tablished itself, and has held its own with 
incomparable spirit and good sense.

1815 from its victory over Napoleon upon 
the reconstruction of "principalities and 
powers," it was felt to be imperatively ne- 
cessary not only that Italy should be put 
beyond the reach of any of the parties to 
tho holy alliance, but also that she should 
be prevented from aspiring to any unity 
of her own. No ruler could trust his bro- 
ther ruler with what Richelieu called the 
"Key of the World," and all the rulers 
were resolved that the Italian people should 
not hold it. Italy was, therefore, divided 
as follows: To the restored kind of Na- 
plc» was giren hU old realm, the Italian 
inheritance of the Spanish Bourbons. Up- 
on an area nearly equal to that of New 
York this sovereign was to rule over ten 
millions of subjects, and the whole south- 
ern region of the peninsula. - To the pope 
was confined an area equal to that of Ma- 
ryland and Massachusetts, with three mil- 
lions of people, in the centre of Italy, and 
stretching from sea to sea.

lad descended to it from the inheritance 
of Charles V., and Venice, which had 
alien into its hands in the chances of thc 
ast Napoleonic war, but also to use norlh- 
srn Italy as its lever for making nil tho 
>enin<Hila its own. 
It lost no time in bo- 


finning operations. 
It hns never ceased 


to prosecute them. 
The most formidable 


ngincs of Austrian influence have boon 
ho systematic attempts of the Italian BOV- 
roigns to crush th«ir people back into the 
recognition of "Divine right," and to kill 
he hydras "f "liWlr ntvl l«w" throwirh- 


His right to protect Sardina from any in- 
vasion of Austria is demonstrable on these 
overt grounds alone. As a French sov- 
ereign, Napoleon, however, has other and 
even stronger reasons for his present 
action, not the less respectable that they 
lead not be diplomatically put forward. 
The course of Austria in Italy, while it 
hreatens all the powers concerned in the 
reedom of the Mediterranean, bears di- 
ectly upon the future welfars of France, 
'ranee has nothing to fear from Italy, if 
lie Italian States defined by thc treaties 
f Vienna be really independent. From 
taly, as a fief Austria, France bas every- 
liing to fear ; and the French monarch 
rould be recreant to his trust who could 
uffer tbe process begun in 1815 with 
Naples to be consummated with Sardinia 
in 1849. 
Should Austria, in tbe war 


which she now incites, be wholly driven 
beyond tbe Alps, it is idle to suppose that 
Italy would bo transferred to the dominion 
of France. 
The same reasons which for- 


bid Italy to be Austrian forbid her to be 
French, and Napoleon III. 
is not the 


man to throw himself madly against the 
combined feelings of Europe. 
It would 


be rash indeed now to speculate upon the 
consequences of such' a strife as impends 
in Europe ; but we may feel more than 
confident that the result of a through 
humiliation of Austria in Italy must be 
thc inauguration of such a career of inde- 
pendence and nationality for tbe rest of 
Italy as has been so gloriously begun by 
the gallant people of Sardinia and Pied- 
mont.

TWO BULLETS ENTERED HIS TEMPLE, 


The Mnrdered Man Had Refa»ed to 


Probate the Will of HI* Deceased 
'Wife and A««onnt for Property 
Deviiied—His 
Reeent Marriase 


Led to the Tragedy. 


New York, Nor. 13.—George 
J. 


Schan, 50 years old, an employe in the 
supreme court, was shot and killed at 
hie home by his son George W. Schan, 
a dentist.

The son. George, it is said, declared 
that he would never-allow his step- 
mother to get any of his property. He 
went to the house of his father and 
found him in bed. His step-mother 
was in an adjoining room.

The father became enraged 
and 


raised himself from the 
bed in a 


menacing manner, when the young 
man drew a revolver and fired two 
shotsT- T-he muzzle of the revolver was 
"so near Schan'e- head that the powder 
burned his face. Both shots plowed 
through the right temple. The elder 
Schan fell back on. the bed with blood 
pouring from the wounds and expired 
immediately. The son placed the re- 
volver on a dresser and calmly awaited 
his arrest.

These meteoric shows will come 


from Leo and will go by the name of 
Leonids. They travel through space 
with the speed of armor pieced pro- 
jectiles.

They are not 
sure of sighting the promised meteors, 
but at the same time they are prepar- 
ing to photograph them if possible.

We 
realize that what we tbink cannot carry 
the weight with congressmen that com- 
munications from voters would have, and 
we earnestly hope that men who sym- 
pathize with the movement trill be willing 
to write to their congressmen or circulate 
petitions.

movement is for the protection of the home 
and of women throughout the country, and 
I am glad to use the little influence I have 
for what I believe to be a righteous cause.

to Sweden and Norway, has arrived ir 
Chicago anr] is the g-uest of his brother 
Charles Winslow. at 7 Gordon terrace 
His visit 5s one of recreation, but he wil 
do what lie can -while in Ihis country t-c 
increase America's trade with the Scan 
dinavian kingdom. In a few days hi 
will go to Philadelphia as Ihe spokes- 
man of Ihe Merchants' tiub, of Stock 
holm, before the industrial expositior 
being- held 1here. Mr. Winslow is en- 
thusiastic over the possibilities of tb( 
Swedish market for American export 
ers. especially in the lines of machinery 
and canned foot's. He said: 


"Emigration from the country has al- 


most ceased, which is a pain to Sweder, 
and r. Joss to us. as cm.r Swedish immi- 
grants have ma.de our most thrifty citi- 
zens. This is due to a general boom in 
the country. During the two years 1 
have been there the changes hare been 
wonderful. The big enterprise now is 
the opening- of the iron mines in the 
northern part of the peninsula, 90 miles 
beyond the arctic circle. The ore is 
there, merely waiting to be knocked ofl 
the sides df the mountains, butmntil re- 
cently the territory has been inaccessi- 
ble, but now the government has ex- 
tended tLe railroad to Lousavarna. one 
of the principal mountains. Efforts are 
being made to utilize the -waterfalls foi 
electric power. De Laval], the Swedish 
engineer, is now at work on. a process 
for separating iron from the ore by elec- 
tric process. 


"All this has made a demand for ma- 


chinery, and everything American is 
preferred. 'Made in America,' is a guar- 
anty of worth over there. Just before 
I left 20 locomotives for railroads were 
ordered from Richmond,.^Ta. A Stock- 
holm paper has just ordered typesetting 
machines, and everywhere there Is a 
tendency to adopt modern inventions.

Commerce with Cuba, Porto Rico, 


Hawaii and the Philippines. 


A Bier Increase Noted Both In Im- 


port* and Exports— Aflrricnltnral 


Implement* Form Large Item 


of the Latter. 


Commerce between the United States 


and Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii, and the 
Philippine islands continues to grow 
with amazing rapidity. The total of our 
imports from these islands was in nine 
months of 1899 $53,273,224, agairst $34, 
471,270 in the corresponding months oi 
1898 
and $33,059,105 in the same months 


of 1897, while our exports to them in 
nine months of 1899 were $29,<J21,7'73, 
against $11,933,833 in the corresponding 
months of 1898 and $11.480,12-} in 
the 


same months of 1897. 


From Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 


Philippines the imports of the nice 
months just ended are larger than in 
any corresponding months in the his- 
tory of our commerce with tliose is- 
lands, though from Cuba they are nec- 
essarily less than in the years prior to 
the destruction of her sugar planta- 
tions and works during the war \vitb 
Spain, our f>hief sugar supply at that 
time being brought from Cuba. 


A study of the exports to those is- 


lands, and especially of the increase, in- 
dicates a rapid development of the ag- 
ricultural and business interests in the 
territory supplied. Exports of agricul- 
tural implements to Cuba in the nine 
months of 1899 amount to, $79,226, 
against $2,550 in the corresponding 
months of last year and $5,165 in the 
same months of 1897; to Porto Rico they 
amount to $4,382, againtt $426 last yeai 
and $2.235 in the same months of 389" 
Under the head of carriages, cars and 
other vehicles the exports to Cuba are 
$112,739, against $10,561 in 1898 and $11,- 
:J46 in the same .uonths of 1P97. while to 
Porto Eico they are $8,071, cgaiisl 
$1,445 jn the corresponding months o} 
189S 
and $8,882 in 1697. 


Of coal the exports to Cuba are C80-
